CHICAGO (AP) — His bodyguards wept, 
his city was stunned, and his fellow national 
leaders expressed grief at the death of 
Mayor Richard Joseph Daley, lord of a 
political fiefdom whose likes may never be 
seen again. 
The nation's most powerful mayor, last of 
the big-city political bosses, who cultivated 
family, love and, above all, party loyalty, 
died Monday at 74 of a heart attack in his 
doctor’s office.

77 session involves a challenge 
to its controversial 1966 Miranda 
ruling 
concerning the ad ­ 
missibility of evidence against 
criminal suspects. 
A better case for overturning 
or severly curtailing Miranda 
could not have been presented to 
the high court than an appeal by 
the state of Iowa of a lower 
court's reversal of a conviction 
of the 1968 sex murder of a 10- 
year-old girl. 
It seems that the suspect, one 
Robert A Williams, had turned 
himself into Davenport police 
and was advised by two lawyers 
not to make any statements until 
he was returned to Des Moines. 
Police agreed not to question 
him. 
On the way to Des Moines, 
however, an officer persuaded 
Williams to lead him to the girl’s 
body before it was hidden by 
snow. 
Her parents, he said, 
“ should 
be 
entitled 
to 
a 
Christian burial for the little girl 
who was snatched away from 
them on Christmas Eve and 
murderered.” 
This, the Eighth U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals found, con­ 
stituted

Williams' attorney. University 
of Iowa law prfessor Robert

lawyers or under the Miranda 
rule. 
He did not pretent to claim 
that his client did not kill a little 
girl, but rather that to uphold 
the police action "would make it.

that their essential duty is to see 
that their clients receive a fair 
trial, not to get them off by any 
means possible. 
If

Supreme 
Court 
abolishes Miranda, it will have 
been because a scandalized and 
abused society is demanding 
that the legal system begin 
serving again the true end of 
justice, 
which 
is the 
iden­ 
tification and punishment of 
those who break society 's laws. 
It may be true that Miranda 
came about because of past 
abuses by the police. No one 
wants to return to third-degree 
methods of interrogation. 
But Miranda has gone too far. 
Or more accurately, judges and 
lawyers have permitted it to go 
too far. 
As Supreme Court Associate 
Justice Byron R. White, one of 
four dissenters 
in 
Miranda, 
predicted in 1966: “In some 
unknown number of cases the 
court's rule w ill return a killer, a 
rapist or other criminal to the 
streets and the environment 
which produced him, to repeat 
his crime, whenever it pleases 
him." 
That prophecy has come true. 
We agree with Iowa Attorney 
General Richard C. Turner, who 
told the court that the sole 
constitutional requirement for 
admissibility of evidence should 
be that it be given voluntarily.
